The rocker, if it was m$da 
right, was always a comfortable chair to sit in. To 
be sure, it was a bit dangerous to lean back in one and 
hoist one’s feet on to the table; but that is risky busi¬ 
ness anyway, to be attempted only by the daring. 
One could rest, in a rocker; and, resting, one could 
rock gently; and rocking gently was somewhat like 
chewing the cud. One could reflect. 

Of course, the reflections that the rocking chair 
engendered were not always very valuable. They 
usually found expression in some such remark as “I 
don’t know what the world is coming to these days,” 
or "I hear Mrs. Perkins has had to get rid of that 
new maid of hers”; but the reflection was there, at 
any rate, and it betokened a pleasantly-meandering 
and peaceful mind, willing to sit back and survey 
things without concern. 

But automobiles and movies and other devices 
came along, and the world got restless—altogether 
too restless to retire to the rocking chair and reflect 
upon things. So the rocker became unfashionable; 
not because better chairs had been devised, but be¬ 
cause the rocking chair frame of mind, if you may 
call it that, had disappeared. 

The era of restlessness and unceasing activity 
waxed, and then it waned. Now we are beginning 
to realize that the habit of sitting in a rocker and 
gently meditating on this and that has a good deal 
to be said in its favor. So furniture stores are be¬ 
ginning to display rocking chairs once more. It looks, 
we repeat, like a good omen.

How to Treat the Flat Lot—So as to Gain the Most Space— 
To Avoid Monotony and Save the Native Trees. 

By JOHN HUTCHISON, F.K.H.S. 


* Ordinarily working surfaces should 
be thirty-three to thirty-eight Inches. 

The height which you find to be 
the most comfortable la the right one 
for you, but you may have difficulty 
In educating your plumber to the 
fact that the top of your sink should 
be at least thirty-six Inches high. 
If wou have room for a table with a 
level eight Inches below the elbow, for 
easy mixing of cake*, eggs, frosttngs, 
etc., so much the better. This height, 
twenty-six to thirty-three Inches, la 
more comfortable for mixing and roll¬ 
ing pastry, cookies, etc. 


The dead flat garden Is not the 
easiest to design, but even so a 
flat garden may be very beautiful. 
In fact, after it Is made, a flat 
garden, as Irishman would say, may 
not be u flat garden at all. 

However, given that we have a 
flat plot of ground upon which a 
house Is to be built and a garden 
made, what must we do first? 

If possible, so arrange the position 
of the house that the garden will have 
the maximum of space and also ar¬ 
range, If -possibles to preserve any 
good trees that may be on the place, 
even at the cost of altering the posi¬ 
tion or even the plan of the house 
to do so. The architect may com¬ 
plain but the architect Is not a 
gardener. A fine oak la worth keep¬ 
ing for none of us will live long enough 
to grow ona a tenth Its size. The 
same may be said of a good dog¬ 
wood or any other good native tree. 
It is little short of a crime to de¬ 
stroy- ancient trees. 

Next, try to arrange for the garden 
to have as much exposure to the 
south, east and west as possible and 
try to protect It from the north. 

A very important point to remem¬ 
ber, when building operations are 
about to take place. Is to have the 
good top soil carefully wheeled away 
and kept by itself and not allowed 
to become mixed with the clay and 
gravel that comes out of the excava¬ 
tions. Also see that all rocks and 
stones are preserved, the large rocks 
for building rockeries, walls and so 
on. and the smaller ones for making 
the foundations of paths or drives. 
You may not get enough of these

It is better to have the beds and 
borders surrounding the lawn than 
to cut It up with round or other 
shaped beds cut out of the grass. 
Tire fact that one haa a clean sweep 
of lawn adds to the apparent size of 
the garden, while little beds cut out 
of the lawn will detract from Its size, 
i Small beds of fantastic design always

The first step to this Is to hide 
all fences and walls, or any object 
in fact, which Indicates exactly where 
any part of the garden begin or ends. 

When the garden U quite small, the 
fences may be covered by climbing 
plants, the selection of which must 
be left to individual taste and to the 
particular aspect of each fence or 
wall. One will, have a choloe of ever¬ 
green or deciduous subjects whatever 
the aspect. If the garden Is somewhat 
larger, a proper planting of suitable 
shrubs and trees may be used, in 
which case, by planting In an Irregular 
manner, the shape of the garden may 
be totally changed as may be desired. | 
Further, by using subject* of dif¬ 
ferent heights, the flatness of the gar¬ 
den will disappear to a great extent. 

Dealing with the boundaries of a 
garden is something like papering a 
room. Before the paper is put on. 
the whitewashed walls look repelling 
but when the job is finished, if Is has 
been properly chosen, the wall* take 
on a warm and inviting air.

I The subject* must be properly fhosen 
to give the proper effect.

Montreal. April 11 .—Though McGill 
celebrated the 110th anniversary of 
Its founding on March 31, It Is only 
ninety-eight years since the flret 
degree was granted. Illustrating the, 
difficulties which the institution in 
Its early days had to overcome before 
It could boast of even a moderately 
large student body. 

The charter, under which McGill 
University was established, was ob¬ 
tained on March 31. 1821. Delay and 
difficulty marked all attempts to get 
classes under way and It was not un.ll 
1833 the first degree was awarded. 

Even the granting of the degree 
created difficulties, for no one seemed 
to know how it should be conferred. 
The faculty of medicine, which had 
the distinction to present the first 
student at McGill for a degree, wrote 
the governors, desiring to know how ] 
the degree would be conferred on i 
May 24 and the tenor of said degree !

till 1852. when McGill obtained its 
amended charter.

If there were not at the centre and 
soul of this world a neighborly Gcd. 
there would be little real basis for 
human nelgliborllnes*. The fact that 
man can te a neighbor to hls fellow 
men,* that neighborliness as Jesus pro¬ 
claimed it Is hls highest mission and 
hls highest attainment, tells us some¬ 
thing concerning man’s origin and 
man's aspiration—the things that 
bring into hls life the great spiritual 
reality that we call Ood. 

THE TRAGEDY OF YOUTH 

Here In the parable of the Prodigal 
Son. Jesus takes a moving and tragic 
story in human life, an old story and a 
common story that Is new. or old. 
In almost every successive generation. 
It is the tragedy of waywardness and 
wllfulness that disregards values of 
human love and human life, the trag¬ 
edy of thoughtlessness and the tragedy 
of false Impulse; that sweep young 
men and young women away Into 
courses of danger and evil, the reality 
of which they do not see until the re¬ 
sults have become manifest In acute 
suffering. When their eyes are opened. 
It Is often too late, or It seems too late. 

There are many reflections that one 
may make upon this parable. There 
Is no need that one should see In every 
respect In the bereaved father the 
type of the Almighty, or that all this 
father’s actions should be Justified as 
typifying the character of God. Jesus 
does not Imply any such thing In the 
parable. It la quite possible that the 
father was not quite fair toward the 
elder son. It Is entirely possible that 
hls attitude toward the bqv who went 
astray was not ns wise as it ought to 
have been. He may have been more 
Indulgent, than cautious and discreet. 
When the boy wanted the goods that 
fell to hi* lot, the father might well 
have hesitated to give him the things 
that helped to supply the means for 
hls downward course. 

NOT A HOPELESS CASE 

All these details have little to do 
with the essential meaning and teach¬ 
ing of the parable. But when we come 
to the ultimate fact It Is this, that 
thought the boy had gone far down 
the way of sin and suffering, hls case 
was not hopeless. There was a way of 
repentance and return, and he be¬ 
came a new man In the very moment 
that -he determined to follow it. If 
the spirit In which he rihd come back 
home had been less sincere, it would 
be a different matter. He came back 
only with the thought of abjectly 
acknowledging hls sin and expiating 
It in every possible way. But with.this 
return of the prodigal, In repentance, 
we have the picture 'Of the father 
meeting him In the way. welcoming 
him home with love and graclouaness. 

The teaching Is, as Jesus expressed 
It on other occasions, that if a human 
father can thus display a loving and 
merciful attitude towards hls wayward 
aon. how much more shall the Father 
of All Father* prove toward hla chil¬ 
dren a being of love and mercy.

Calcutta. Bengal. India, April 11— 
Baghat Singh and hi* two compatriot*, 
dead, have come to wlekl a far mor* 
powerful Influence In India than they 
might have hoped to hold alive. 

Throughout the length and breadth 
of India Baghat and the two who were 
hanged with him at Lahore a few 
week* ago for the murder of a British 
police official, are spoken of as martyr* 
to the Nationalist cause and are being 
venerated by the public. 

A tragic sequel to the execution la 
the town of Bangalaore, Madras Pro¬ 
vince. to-day showed somewhat the ex¬ 
tent to which the execution* hav* 
been publclzed. 

A t.welve-year-old boy and some 
companion* there were re-enacting th* 
execution. After a mock court which 
condemned the three "defendants" to 
death, the youngster taking the rol* 
of Baghat Singh mounted the scaf¬ 
fold and placed the noose around hls 
neck, exclaiming; "I give my life for 
India."

in the curriculum. By the time he was thirteen he was 
receiving a salary for his drawings. The great masterpiece 
in sculpture, the “Madonna of Bruges,” was completed when 
he was only twenty-five or twenty-six. 

The Italian sculptor, Antonio Canova, at the age of 
eight, made wto small shrines of Carrara marble, and these 
are still preserved. 

If you happen to have a small child in your family or 
acquaintance, you are probably wondering how you can 
detect the germ of art talent in its small beginnings. It will 
not do. of course, to wheel the baby carriage down to the 
art museum with the idea of securing his judgment on the 
paintings there. Even if the child were able to distinguish 
between the different works of art. he would have no 
language with which to express what he saw. Never expect 
too much of childhood's capabilities. 

There is another approach to the problem, however, 
which Dr. Meier has followed. This is in watching the 
child at his own play. 

Every child loves to build with blocks. Does any pat¬ 
tern suit him) Is he satisfied with making a haphazard 
pile or jumble of his blocks) Or does he create in orderly 
fashion, making a balanced, harmonious construction) Does 
he apparently follow some definite plan which he has in his 
own mind) 

Seeking the answer to these questions, and at the same 
time a basis for comparing a group of children, Parmely 
Daniels, one of the psychologists, working with Dr. Meier 
used the following procedure: 

Each child was shown two ready-constructed designs 
built of blocks. One of the designs was in balance and 
the other was not. The child was simply told to “build 
something like one of those." 

Some children copy the balanced design from one set. 
but later choose the unbalanced from another pair. But 
others, Mr. Daniel found, invariably copy only the balanced 
pattern. When questioned later this latter group also say 
that they like the balanced construction better. 

They may not realize why they make their choice, but 
the fact that they are consistent shows that they are able 
to make a distinction between the artistic and unnrtistic. 
For some reason the artistic satisfies them, and the un- 
artistic does not.

Probably not. Most parents and other adults have JT 
heretofore regarded artistic taste as a much later develop¬ 
ment in the life of the child. Now. hovewer. psychologists 
searching for the beginnings of artistic talent have discovered 
that long before the child is old enough to go to school he 
is able, if given the opportunity, to show an appreciation of 
beautiful color combinations, of correctly balanced compo- 
sition, and of other elements of art. 

And he can also, consciously or unconsciously, make use 
of artistic principles in his own creative work whether it 
be drawings, modeling in clay or in the more everyday ways 
'of dressing a dolTor arranging the furniture in a doll house 
or choosing a particular necktie or hair ribbon. He can, 
that is. if he is gifted with artistic talent. 

Some day it may be possible for the parent or teacher 
of a child to give him a series of tests and learn what his 
chances are of developing into an artist if given the proper 


Then, Dr. Meier says, the bases of artistic capacity may 
be considered to have been established. 

And. this foundation is generally laid much earlier than 
has been supposed. As a preliminary to their study, the 
scientists asked competent judges of art to study a collec¬ 
tion of over 1.000 artistic efforts of little children under 
school age. These were mostly paintings in one to four 
c'olors and were made by the children entirely without 
direction from anyone else. 

The art authorities analyzed them to find out how much 
design they had, and to what extent art principles were to 
be found. 

Two out of every three of the paintings were declared 
by the judges to have some definite artistic rnrit! Children 
as young as four years of age can and commonly do pro- 
I duce artistic drawings and paintings when given the proper

I F THE child is taught to see what his eyes fall 
upon, will notice many things in nature that are 
balanced, symmetrical, rhythmical and harmonious, 
and will learn to gain pleasure from such things when 
he meets them. It is very likely that he will come 
across more balanced arrangements than unbalanced, 
more harmonious than unharmonious. so that in time 
he will come to expect to see the beautiful and will 
regard it as the natural, normal thing. 


A ND HERE is another test of art for little tots. This 
time the psychologist wanted to measure the child's 
ability to recognize the artistic principle of rhythm. Mrs. 
Constance Jasper designed the test, which consisted of a 
series of border designs like those sometimes used around 
the walls of nurseries. 

In one of the design consists of a repetition of the Figures 
of a rabbit.

Some of these early attempts at drawing are a great figures carries on the movement in the design, 
annoyance to parents, especially when the space selected 
for the work is the nice smooth, light, cream-colored wall 
on the south side of the living-room. Yet there have been 
parents who actually encouraged this outrage of proprieties, 
with interesting results. 

There was once an English family, a somewhat large 
one. and all the children were fond of drawing. Paper 
and pencils were scarce, so the younger ones were allowed 
to draw with burnt sticks on the walls of a long passage. 

The littlest lad, Joshua, did not do as well as the others, 
but when he was eight he drew a picture of his school 
which his father told him was “wonderful." Years later, 
the King of England knighted him for his artistic accom¬ 
plishment, and Sir Joshua Reynolds became a justly famous 
painter. 

Sir*Joshua was not the only artist of whom we have a 
record of childhood talent. Raphael, when a small boy 
not yet eleven, went with his father and helped in the 
painting of the frescoes for the Church of the Dominicans. 

By the time he was about seventeen he was receiving regu¬ 
lar orders for his paintings. 

Michelangelo is reported to have spent most of his time 
in school at drawing, although this subject was not included 


success. 1- rom tour to six, children seem to increase greauy 
in this ability. Some of those in the first grade had almost 
perfect scores. 

A more natural situation was used as a measure of the 
color sense of children still in the kindergarten or nursery 
age. Practically every child, even a small boy, loves to 
dress dolls. Mrs. Eileen Williams, the assistant who con¬ 
ducted the resarch on this particular phase of the art-testing 
problem, made doll dressing into a test in the following 
fashion-

She had the doll already dressed 
dress, dyed an attractive color, 
the doll and also four scarfs, one 
to finish the dressing of the doll. 

All four scarfs were dyed in pretty colors, but only 
one harmonized with the color of the dress already on the 
doll. If the child consistently chose the harmonizing color 
on three different trials, she was given credit for passing. 

The test results brought out the fact that color sense 
in general at about the fourth or fifth year. 

Perhaps the most interesting of the tests is one which 
is just now being developed by Miss K. Snow in the 
same laboratory. The materials for this are miniature 
houses, trees, bird bath and other ingredients for mak¬ 
ing a landscape, all in clay. The child plants the 
trees, grouping them in any way he likes. 

To make clear to him what he is to do, he is shown 
photographs of several possible plantings. The arrange¬ 
ment selected by the child indicates his appreciation of 
artistic unity and fitness. 

Toy furniture and a doll house or miniature room are 
used in much the same way by the psychologists. The 
little girl, or boy, is given the separate pieces and asked to 
place them about the room. If there is some apparent plan, 
she is scored on her approach to a unified arrangement. . 


T HE CHILD'S artistic capacity depends partly 
upon the equipment with which the child comes 
into the world. The potential artist has well- 
veloped senses which allow him to see and feel 
the beauty in the world around him. He must 
be physically able to distinguish colors and forms 
in nature. And he must also have a well- 
developed central nervous system that will enable 
him to respond to whatever he sees and hears 
and feels. 

Dr. Meier believes, however, that this is only 
part of the story. The proper development of the 
senses and nervous system is essential to the artist, 
but it is not this that sets him apart from other 
children.

|l Fock’s War cMemoirs 
Proves to Be Book of 
Great Historical 
Importance 

A REVIEW 

By PROFESSOR W. T. ALLISON 

W ELL, bo we are beaten!” According to Marshal 
Poch this was the exclamation of Lord Kitch¬ 
ener at a meeting between the itwo great i»Wlere 
at Dunkirk on November 1. 1914. while the Ba 
of Flanders was still In progress. . 

••I answered that we were not.’ says Foch In 
his "Memoirs,'’ a volume Just published y 
Doubleday. Doran. Toronto, "and that I greatly 
hoped we would not be." 

The French general h«d to conlees. however, 
that the fighting had been severe and the AUteet 
armies had suffered heavy losses. He asked Kitch¬ 
ener to send reinforcements as soon as possible 
and this was the reply he received ‘jm Julr l. 
1915. you will’ hove 1,000.000 trained English sol¬ 
diers in France. Before that date you will have 
none or practically none.'' 

Foch. General JoSre, M. Millennia, then French 
Minister of War, who were all present at this 
meeting, cried out as If tn preconcerted unuom 
"We do not ask so many, but we w’ould like to 
have them sooner—Indeed at once.” 

"Before that date, do not count on anything, 
was all that Kitchener vouchsafed In reply. 

HOW FOCH STIMULATED MIR JOHN FRENCH 
Marshal Foch makes a startling statement In his 
description of the fighting around Ypres between 
October 31 and 30. 1914. He says that had he not 
providentially (the word Is hlsi met General 
French at Vlamertlnghe on the afternoon of Octo¬ 
ber 31. everything would have been loot. Sir John 
had decided there was nothing to be done but to 
retreat. He painted "ft particularly black picture 
of the state of the first corps. The troops were in 
full retreat on Ypres. the heavy artillery was re¬ 
tiring the trot towards the west, the roads were 
blocked by ammunition wagons and vehlc.es of 
every description, as well as by crowds of wounded 
streaming back towards Ypres. It was the begin¬ 
ning of defeat. With troops as exhausted as these 
men were, and who could not be collected and 
reformed, the British line was definitely broken; 

If they were asked to contlnua the battle. Sir John 
French said, there was nothing left for him to do 
but go up and get killed with the British first 
corps.” 

VALOR OF BRITISH EQUAL^TO OCCASION 

Although Marshal Foch does not do any brag¬ 
ging. he tells how he talked over the situation 
with French, got him to countermand all move¬ 
ments in retreat of the British army, and the 
battle was continued on the ground then held, 
without any retirement. "And the valor of the 
British troops proved Itself equal to this capital 
decision. By evening the English line was once 
more established.' The British first corps, so seri¬ 
ously battered that day. was to be still more tried 
on the days following. But It never gave up the 
positions It had defended at the price of tremen¬ 
dous losses, and on November 15. when the battle 
had been completely and happily ended, this corps 
had every right to feel that its heroism had en¬ 
sured to Great Britain results of the first lmport- 

EnC "On each side of the Ypres Canal, the rapid 
intervention of French troops during the day of 
the 31st re-established the situation, relieving the 
pressure on the right of Haig's corps and the left 
of Allenby's cavalry.” 

HOW FOCH BECAME COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF 
General Foch brought order out of chaos, pre¬ 
vented what would otherwise have been a disaster 
by co-ordinating the British and French forces In 
the Battle of Flanders. He did the same thing 
when the Germans drove back General Gough's 
fifth army. This retreat of the British towards 
Nesle and Amiens created a gap of some twelve 
miles between Gough’s right and the French left, 
and the enemy kept on pouring through the 
breach. On March 25. 1918. General Haig sent a 
note to the French headquarters that the British 
army would have to fight, falling back slowly and 
covering the Channel ports. To Foch It seemed as 
if the French were battling for the defence of 
Paris, the British for the Channel ports. This, he 
saw. would be a ruinous policy, so he sent word to 
Clemenceau. the French premier, that unless the 
Allies appointed a commander-ln-chlef of the al¬ 
lied armies the war would be lost. At this time 
Foch was chief of staff to the French army and 
military adviser to the French government. Gen¬ 
eral Haig the very same day likewise saw the ne¬ 
cessity for a supreme command for the whole 
western front. In response to his telegram to the 
English War Office. General Wilson and Lord Mil¬ 
ner hastened to Versailles. Lord Milner proposed 
to Clemenceau that Foqji should be made general- 
lsslmio. This was agreed upon and once more, 
by co-ordinating the forces at his disposal. Gen¬ 
eral Foch made those dispositions which resulted 
in the Anglo-French battle to cover Amiens, the 
connecting link between the two armies. It was 
not. however, until May 14. 1918. that Foch was 
named Commander-ln-chlef of the Allied Armies. 
LLOYD GEORGE'S TALK WITH FOCH 

This Important decision In which Great Bri¬ 
tain. France, the United States and Italy con¬ 
curred. was made in the little town of Beauvais 
on April 3. 1918. Both Lloyd George and Clemen- 
cesu took part in the discussion. Marshal Foch 
recalls this Important day in his career and draws 
a picture of Lloyd George. The English premier, 
he says, drove by motor car to Beauvais. "He 
crossed the roads by which the British troops 
withdrawn from the battle were moving to the 
rear, and It seems evident that the order and mor¬ 
ale of those units did not furnish him with a 
pleasant picture of the situation; for apart from 
arriving very late, he seemed to bring with him 
a most gloomy Impression. 

"He was not long, however. In shaking this off 
and recovering his characteristic animation and 
energy. While the session was in progress he 
made this statement regarding myself: 'The Eng¬ 
lish people have confidence In you. Your nomina¬ 
tion as commandeV-ln-chlef of the silled armies 
has nowhere been so well received as In my coun¬ 
try.’ Then, as tke meeting broke up and wc left 
the room, he asked me. with his habitual gay 
manner: ’And now which must I bet on. Luden- 
dorff or Foch?’ 

"I answered him very calmly. "You can first 
back me. and you will win. For Ludandorff has 
got to break through us. and this he can no 
longer do. As for us. our present business Is to 
stop him. which we shall certainly accomplish. 
Later on. when our turn comes to break through 
him, that la another matter. It will be seen then 
what we can do.’ With this exchange, our con¬ 
versation came to an end.” 

FOCH NEVER LOST 1118 NERVE 

With the appointment of Foch as supreme tac¬ 
tician things on the allied side took a turn for the

better, although there were still terribly ankloua 
times ahead and tierce lighting Ipr the allied 
armies. In his "Memoirs" Foch give! a succinct 
but very clear account of the battles that were 
fought and of hla organization of the counter ol- 
fenplve that drove the Germans back to the Hln- 
denburg line and ultimately resulted in their 
overwhelming defeat. In the Introduction to this 
lar^e and handsomely-illustrated volume. Col. T. 
Bentley Mott. Its translator, who was Uason offi¬ 
cer between Marshal Foch and General Pershing, 
assures u$ W|f in the perilous days of the spring 
and summer of 1918. when he and the other offi¬ 
cers were green with apprehonsion, "No external 
sign of anxiety was ever seen to mark Foch's 
countenance or his gait: but he wore his cap set 
squarely on his head. In August and September, 
when nearly every day brought some piece of good 
news, you would see him swinging down the de¬ 
serted little street of Bombon. stick over shoulder 
and his cap settled well over toward his right ear. 
No need to ask him how the battle was going.'* 

NEVER TOO BUSY TO ATTEND PRAYERS 

Marshal Foch was a tremendously busy man. 
but he always found time to pray. "I met him,” 
says Col. Bentley, "almost every morning that 
summer. I on my way from headquarters, he re¬ 
turning from the village church where he had 
been to say his prayers. One day as I saluted him 
he paused as though Inviting me to speak, and I 
ventured the remark that the Germans seemed to 
be getting more than they could stand. He came 
up close to me. took a firm hold on my belt with 
his left hand, and with his right fist delivered a 
punch at my chin, a hook under my ribs, and 
another drive at my ear: he then shouldered his 
stick and without a single world marched on to 
the chateau, his straight back and horseman’s legs 
presenting as gallant a sight as one would wish O 
look upon. 

"Monsieur Clemenceau came to Bombon unex¬ 
pectedly ono morning and asked to be shown to 
the marshal. Captain Boutal told him that he 
was at church, adding. 'I will go at once and tell 
him you are here ’ 'Do not Interrupt him for any¬ 
thing In the world—It agrees with him too well.' 
answered the witty old heathen, quite willing to 
take a chance even with the Almighty If France 
could be benefited." 

NO RHETORIC, NO VAINGLORY HERE 

Col. Bentley also testifies to Marshal Foch's 
kindliness, sense of Justice, and lack of personal 
vanity. He had a good deal of trouble in his rela¬ 
tionship with Oeneral Pershing, but he Is uni¬ 
formly kind in his references to him, although he 
prints tn full a letter from Clemenceau In which 
the Tiger inveighs against the American general 
and neks Poch to appeal to President Wllaon to 
recall him. In spite of the f*ct that Clemenceau 
was quite hostile to Poch In poat-war days, the 
great general aays nothing In criticism of the fiery 
politician In this narrative, although there are one 
or two places where the readers feels between the 
lines his dislike of the famous premier. And the 
same self-control Is everywhere npparent In this 
book. Marshal Foch says nothing In derogation 
of friend or enemy. He does not deal In any 
harsh criticism of other officers. He points out 
mistakes In tactics now and then, but he avoids 
acidulous personalities. 

In reading this book, which la not a history of 
all the allied operations on the western front, but 
only of those In which Marshal Foch took part. It 
Is apparent that he was not only the leading 
strategist of hla time, but v writer with a* fine 
sense of style and a graphic use of words that 
make hla record a moving and dramatic story. 
There is. however, no fulsome rhetoric and no 
vainglory.

“The Vice Squad” 
Timely 0 Graft 
eNovel 


T HE VICE SQUAD.” by Joseph Van Raalte. de¬ 
rives most of Ito Interest from the fact that 
is so timely. It is s Actionized discussion of the 
graft, atupldlty and Idiotic cruelties of the work 
of a police vice squad in New York, and Its allega¬ 
tions run parallel to the revelations that have 
recently been made In New York by the Seabury 
committee. 

It la not exactly pleasant reading—which, con¬ 
sidering the subject. Is hardly surprising. In 
places It is rather appalling, especially when one 
stope to consider the fact that It Is really not in 
the least overdrawn. The crooked cops, venal 
Judges and unscrupulous lawyers who appear In 
Mr. Van Raalte's pages are drawn from the life. 

As a novel, "The Vice 8quad" doesn't amount 
to much. Too many of Ita characters are wooden 
and lifeless. The author goes out of hls way,, 
frequently, to drag in second-rate wisecracks. 
But the chief villain of the piece, a flat-footed 
cop named Donahau. Is very much alive and very 
believable, and the book deserves a wide reading 
because of Its truth and its lndlgnatlou.

Whither Journalism? 

’Is a More Objective 
Newspaper to Develop?; 

|l -II 

tytEWSPAPERS are about to enter a new stage of 
li existence, in the opinion of Walter Lippmann, 
the last editor of The World. Llppman sees the 
next phase as objective Journalism. In which the 
news will be presented without human Interest 
embellishments. His opinions are stated com¬ 
pactly In a paper on "Two Revolutions In the 
American Presa." In The Yale Review lor March. 

The press has passed through three stages, says 
Lippmann. In the first It was the monopoly of 
the government; in the second It was the privilege 
of recognized parties within the state; in the 
third newspapers became politically Independent 
of government and party by enlisting the com¬ 
mercially profitable support of a large body of 
readers. This Is the situation to-day. 

But Lippmann believes that the last Is a pass¬ 
ing phase. Just around the corner Is the fourth 
phase—objective Journalism, in which the news 
will be presented free from romantic and human 
interest embellishments, and hence more true to 
life Believing that "when everything Is dramatic 
nothing is dramatic." Llppman looks for the gra¬ 
dual diminution of the new. the startling and the 
highly spiced; he sees newspapers becoming more 
sober, less sensational, increasingly reliable and 
comprehensive. This presupposes a revolt on the 
part of educated readers against over-emphasis 
and distortion of news. 

FUNCTION OF YELLOW JOURNALISM 

The present independence of the newspaper 
has been achieved by going to the people and 
making them see the need of reading newspapers. 
There was a time when a newspaper was little 
more than a bulletin of political information, ship 
arrivals, goods for sale and vital statistics. The 
editor's opinions were supposed to be expressed 
on the editorial page. but. as a matter of fact, he 
colored every bit of news he wrote. 

When the newspaper became free from hidden 
control it did so by appealing to the mass. This. 
Lippmann feels, was the great service of yellow 
Jomanem. which has extended Itself Into tabloid 
journalism. The rise of the popular commercial 
press has also meant extending the bounds.les of 
freedom. "I do not mean to say that the popular 
commercial press has won the battle of freedom.' 
writes Lippmann. "but rather that as the frontiers 
of freedom advance it Is this popular press which 
first effectively occupies the new territory and 
consolidates the ground that has been won. 

But over-emphasis, drama, human interest 
must give way to order, reliability, truth. "In the 
extreme case, even of tabloid Journalism ln New 
York, one can see the growing respectability of 
the successful one and the steady degeneration of 
the disreputable one.” writes Lippmann. 

CHANGES IN READING HABITS 

All things move from the mass to the particu¬ 
lar. from the herd to the Individual, from the 
radical departure to the conservative. If Lipp¬ 
mann sees newspapers becoming "less tempera¬ 
mental” It must be because the readers Indorse 
that attitude. The papers may have been Just 
ahead of the procession In the age of yellow Jour¬ 
nalism. galvanizing new audiences to life and in¬ 
ducing the reading habit by way of entertain¬ 
ment. but they may find It hrrder to estimate 
conservative trends. 

No doubt history will bear Lippmann out. but 
Just how far we shall advance to conservatism In 
our habits is hard to conjecture. It Is very likely 
that the more discriminating stratum of readers 
Is growing every day. but so long as there is virgin 
soli and new populations coming Into an aware¬ 
ness of personality and public affairs there will 
be a call for the more romantic type of newe- 
paper. Perhaps one Journal wlllAComblne both 
functions, but it seems Inconceivable that human 
interest will die out ln popular newspapers. 

KNOW MORE OF PERSONALITY 

If Llppman notes a conservative trend at this 
time It comes at a moment when we know more 
about the personalities of our fellow men than 
ever before. The first step toward reporting them 
was the newspaper Interview; then come the half¬ 
tone screen. Only pioneers dared use It at first; 
the less daring proprietors ruled It out of their 
newspapers. It reproduced badly at first; likewise 
It gave the paper a spotty appearance. Many 
newspapers used line drawings until a late day. 

Within recent years the radio has broken down 
distance, and television Is likely to make possible 
the instantaneous perception of an eVent over an 
area thousands of miles In extent. 

Llppmtfnn has an apt phrase to describe the 
coming Journalism. "There will be a place in It 
always," he writes, "for originating minds; the 
recording of human events cannot be standardized 
into a routine. But It Is bound, I think, to be¬ 
come less Napoleonic at the top and less Bohem¬ 
ian at the bottojn and to take on the character 
of a liberal profession."

Now suddenly the radio and the ’talkies 
are making America hear her own voice Our 
speech faults are falling on our ears In all their 
shrieking discords, amplified by the microphone 
and the mechanism of the talking movies." 

The longer people listen to the radio and the 
talkies the more discriminating grows the ear. 
Our American neighbors, so Miss Hathaway as¬ 
serts. are fast becoming voice-conscious and 
speech-critical. ^ 

A SUMMER holiday book Is "Adventures Under 
Sapphire Skies,’’ by Charles J. Finger. To 
those who are Interested ln the country of the 
Ozarks. Arizona, and New Mexico, here Is a de¬ 
lightful guide book for motorists written by a na¬ 
tive of the region, one who abounds In practical 
advice as to the best routes to take, the practical 
expenses of the trip, and all that, but who also 
weaves into hla narrative conversations with peo¬ 
ple of the country, amusing facts about almost 
anything he discovers, literary allusions, local 
color in the way of picturesque details of land¬ 
scapes, towns and citizens. and. last bu-- not least, 
dozens of anecdotes about famous outlaws, saloon¬ 
keepers. Justices of the peace, cowboys, and 
rangers of the southwest. Mr. Finger has a free 
and easy style and must have a Jolly personality. 
He tells us hew to cook, how to see things, how to 
gather adventure, and. even on paper, Is very 
good company. Hls book Is illustrated with black 
and white sketchca by Helen Finger. I fancy we 
could apply a well-known phrase from Fitzgerald’s 
"Omar" to this travel author, "The moving Finger 
writes.”

M r. FINGER shows that he has a wide knowl¬ 
edge of English poetry. He Is familiar with 
the good and the bad. Speaking of weird lines, he 
quotes a few specimens. The first Is a little slice 
of Browning’s "Rabbi Ben Ezra." 

"Irks care the crop-full bird? 

Frets doubt the maw-crammed beast?” 

He proceeds to unload this ridiculous line front 
Wordsworth: 

"A fly that up and down himself doth shove.” 
Robert Bridges, the late laureate, perpetrated 
this uncouth line: 

"Swoopeth the .wattle. Yet this queer Pterodactyl 
Is well." 

Mr. Finger winds up with the terrible line by 
Thomas Hardy: 

"The sense of Ills misdealt for blisses blanks the 
mien most queenly.”

S OME very strange superetltltiono have been con¬ 
nected with precious stones. In hls new book. 
"Amulets and Superstitions." Wallis Budge says 
that the word amethyst Is Greek for "not 
drunken." and alludes to the curious belief that 
"the man who placed an amethyst under hls 
tongue might drink the contents of a large vessel 
of wine without becoming Intoxicated, and he 
who drank wine out of a vessel made of amethyst 
might drink all Its contents with Impunity. Worn 
as an amulet it cured a man of gout; placed un¬ 
der the pillow an amethyst gave the sleeper plea¬ 
sant dreams, and It improved hls memory, and 
made him immune from poison.

"The Crusades” 



A CCEPTED on all sides as the really outstanding 
•notion work of the spring to lar. Pearl S. 
Buck's "The Good Earth" comes out of China, 
that great land of arable acres and hungry human 
beings. It Is the Book-of-tho-month selection and 
a leader on all lists. 

It Is with the farmer, watching the skies for 
sunshine and rain, and tending his crops, that the 
heart of China lies. It Is portrayed ln the admir¬ 
able and satisfying book. Mrs. Buck’s novel Is 
primarily a novel of the land; secondly of Wang 
Lung and hls wife, hls sona and hls concubines— 
Wang Lung, who began as a humble farmer, going 
In fear to the house where he would receive as 
wife the kitchen slavey, returning later as a man 
carrying handfuls of silver, able to bargain with 
the decaying house for the land he coveted, grow¬ 
ing in power and strength with the years, able to 
give position and wealth to hls sons—unable, alas, 
to control their destinies or to safeguard himself 
against the implacable changes of the years. 

FAMILY GOES WHEN THE LAND GOES 
% Taciturn, a man of few words. Wang Lung 
speaks in the generalized saying of hls fathers, 
but hls heart is moved no less by all the Influ¬ 
ences that affect our own. He may be abrupt or 
silent or angrily vituperative, but behind the mask 
moves the thought of 'ear. vanity, contentment, 
all the conflict of human emotions. Looking be¬ 
hind hls acts, anticipating them. Mrs. Buck shows 
us how the past and the present determine the 
channels of a man’s actions, but. primarily. Wang 
Lung remains a man of the land, holding fast to 
It until—a doddering old man—he could counsel 
hls sons never to sell the land. 

"It Is the end of a family—when they begin to 
sell the land.” he said brokenly. "Out of the land 
we came, and Into It we must go—and If you will 
hold your land you can live—no one can rob you 
of the land”- 

And the old man let hls scanty tears dry upon 
hls cheek*, and they made salty stains there. And 
he stooped and took up a handful of the soil, and 
he held it. and he muttered: 

"If you sell the land It Is the end.” 

And hla two sons held him. one on either side, 
each holding hls arm, and he held tight In hls 
hwnd the warm loose earth. And they soothed 
him. and they said over and over—the elder and 
the second son; 

"Rest assured, our father, rest assured. The 
land Is not to be sold.” 

But over the old man’s head they looked at 
each other and smiled. 

THE WOMAN THAT COMES TO IIIM 

In this deliberate fashion Mrs. Buck builds her 
narrative, beginning with Wang Lung on bis wed¬ 
ding day—the strangest wedding day that has even 
been revealed to a western world. Water le a 
precious thlug In China, hut Wang Lung felt that 
this was the dav on which to bathe hls whole 
body, although hls aged lather would Interpose 
objections. "He was ashamed to sey to hie lather 
that he wished hls body to be clean lor a woman 
to see.” The father remonstrated with him. but 
Wang Lung compromised. "I will throw the water 
on the earth when I am finished, and It Is not 

all waste.” , , , . 

Hls future wife Is given to him by the old lady 
of the big house—the Old Mistress, who slis 
clothed ln lustrous, pearly gray satin, with the 
opium pipe beside her. The latter delivers over 
the kitchen slave with a matter-of-fact speech, in 
which shf says: "This woman came into our house 
when she was a child of ten. and here she has 
lived until now. whon she is twenty years old. I 
bought her ln a year of famine, when her parents 
tame south because they had nothing to eat You 
see she has the strong body and the square cheeks 
of her kind. She will work well for you in the 
field and drawing water and all else that you 
wish. So far as I know, she is virgin. She 
has not beauty enough to tempt my sons and 
grandsons, even if she had not been in the kit¬ 
chen. If there has been anything it has been 
only a serving man. . . . Take her and use her 

well.” . 

And thus wa3 delivered to him hls woman, who 
was to take up her task uncomplainingly, who was 
to warm ills tea. bear him sons, tolerate hla abuse, 
work with him In the fields, observe him divert¬ 
ing himself with the girls of the tea shop, but 
who also, within a few year*, was to move with 
him into the great house and usurp the place of 
the woman who sold her ln marriage as If she 
were disposing of a dog. 

TIIE STORY OF PASTORAL CHINA 

There are qualities ln Mrs. Buck's book that 
make It easy to cOmmend: She reveals the pas¬ 
toral China, and the truth of her picture la 
vouched for by as good an authority as Nathaniel 
Peffer; she v/rltes understanding^ of human life 
and Its changing values; she tells us what wo are 
rarely told about China—the relation of human 
life to the soil. She prefaces .! r book with an 
extract from "Bwaiyn’s Way": we may assume, 
therefore, that she admires the.pat lent and delib¬ 
erate development of a psychological situation in 
the writings of Marcel Proust. But her own work 
seems to reflect Oriental characterlatlcs. The. 
writings of the Far East come to us rarely In 
translation, but the air of quiet, undisturbed nar¬ 
rative, of deliberate revelation of events, lingers 
In all of them. The slower tempo of "The Good 
Earth” fits in with a tale of the fields. Nature 
is deliberate, but Inevitable. The seasons come 
slowly: the earth must be worked, but the result 
is In the nature of a reward. Slowly the young 
shoots of rice appear above the warm, wet soil; 
the beans force up their hooda; the green stalks 
rise toward the sunshine. It Is almost as If Mrs 
Buck has taken from nature the pace for this nar¬ 
rative. as if it could not have been told better ln 
any other form. 


M OST adults to-day. probably, owe what knowl¬ 
edge they have of the age of chivalry to Sir 
Walter 8cott. The fact that much of 81r Walter’s 
information Is wrong, and that he gives a one¬ 
sided and Idealized picture of things. Is beside the 
point. He introduced us to the middle ages, and 
put a glamor over those times that will always 
enchant us. 

Every graduate of Sir Walter’s school, then, 
should be Interested in "The Flame of Islam, by 
Harold Lamb; for this account of the later cru¬ 
sades Is bright with the pageantry of knights In 
armor. The old days come to life again, and 
Richard the Lion-hearted and all the rest of them 
parade across the pages to convince us that ther# 
were. Indeed, giants on earth in the old time. 

All of this Is Just another way of Raying that 
It would be almost Impossible to write an unln- 
.terestlng book about the crusades. If you read 
Mr. Lamb's earlier took on this subject you will 
know that he writes very well Indeed: and you 
will be glad to know that this book is a good 
deal better than Its predecessor. 

The tale begins with the rise of 8aladln. who 
mustered the forces of Islam to drive the Chris¬ 
tians out of Jerusalem; and It continues down 
through the decades after that, ending with the 
restoration of Palestine as a Mohammedan pro¬ 
vince and the shattering of the Knights Templar 
under the blows of the Inquisition. It makes a 
solid, meaty book, and one is sorry to get to the 
end of It. 

Some of the episodes are not soon forgotten. 
The adroit villainy of the Venetians ln perverting 
an entire crusade to seize Constantinople; the Hom¬ 
eric battle on the sands when Richard of England 
made a last stand against the Moslems: the for¬ 
lorn-hope expedition of 8alnt Louis up the Nile 
—these things stick ln the mind, they stand out 
in bright, clear colors, and Mr. Lamb has pre¬ 
sented them very skillfully. 


iDo Americans Know 
They Have a Music? 

J OHN TASKER HOWARD, whole "Our American 
Music" is published to-d»y. declares that 
while he hopes that hla book will prove useful 
for reference hls real purpose ln writing it is to 
let the North American public know it has a 

"The average layman may be acquainted withe 
Ethelbert Nevln and the Rosary." says Mr. How¬ 
ard. "but I doubt if hla knowledge goes much 
further, except, of course, for Deems Taylor ami 
George Gershwin, who have been much In the 
news. Thousands of people don't know that Ste¬ 
phen Foster Is the composer of Old Folks at 
Home.’ and hundreds of thousands sing some of 
hls less known songs—like ‘Oh, Susannah' and 
•De Camptown Races'—without knowing at all who 
wrote them—and not particularly caring. 

"And another thing—there have been two at¬ 
titudes towards American music on the part of 
musicians and writers—one a patronizing condes¬ 
cension and the other a chauvinistic boosting of 
anything or everything Just because It Is Ameri¬ 
can. The latter attitude I consider the more dan¬ 
gerous. because it makes American music some¬ 
thing that we ought to listen to. rather than 
something we want to listen to. And this Is all 
wrong. There Is much first-rate music being writ¬ 
ten here to-day. and If this la to survive it must 
stand on Its own feet ln comparison with the 
music of the world. Our American music must 
not be presented as a curiosity. 

"In regard to what is truly American ln our 
music. I don't think that there Is any definite 
trait in any of our music which can be consid¬ 
ered representative of all Americans or America 
as a whole unless It Is the 'Turkey In the Straw* 
type of tune that Is Jaunty, a bit impertinent, and 
altogether carefree. For example. Jazz Is certainly 
American, but the American music Is most cer¬ 
tainly not Jazz. The same 1 b true of negro spirit¬ 
uals. cowboy songs. frontier ballads, etc. 

Mr. Howard was for five years managing editor 
of The Musician. He Is the author of a series of 
biographies. "Studies of Contemporary American 
Composers,” and a frequent contributor to many 
of the leading magazines, general and musical. His 
latest work, published by the Thomas Y. Crowell 
Company, of New York, is the product of hls ripe 
experience. 

Mr. Howard is peculiarly fitted for the task of 
writing about music, for although he refrains 
from Including himself In hls own book, he Is 
well known as a composer. He has published 
some thirty piano pieces, songs and choral works. 

It has taken the author more than ten years to 
compile the material and data for this book. The 
assembling of historical Information has meant 
original research, especially for the period covered 
by the nineteenth century, for none of the exist¬ 
ing books on our music history for this period 
are sufficiently accurate to supply source material. 

In the case of Edward MacDowell. Mr. Howard 
has had the assistance of Mrs. MacDowell In as¬ 
sembling biographical material, and he has gone 
Independently to as many of the composer's asso¬ 
ciates and pupils as he could find. He has had 
access to the records of Columbia University, and 
has examined carefully the university's case ln the 
famous MacDowell controversy. On the basis of 
this evidence. Mr. Howard’s case for MacDowell is 
far stronger than one which would have disre¬ 
garded the possibility that there were two sides 
to the question. Mrs. Ethelbert Nevln and Mrs. 
Horatio Parker were also helpful ln furnishing 
data on the careers and lives of their husbands, 
and Mr. Howard has discussed the personalities of 
these composers with many of their friends, asso¬ 
ciates and pupils.

I turned on hla as'savagely aa I 
know how. 

” ‘This year there Is lota of fur. next year per¬ 
haps none.

Get up. get your things together. Let us go. I 
am crazed with the long nights, short days, and 
no work.' 

"My outburst was too much for him. He com¬ 
menced as gracefully as he could to get ready for 
the trail, realizing that his malingering had not 
deceived me. For these people can be as sick as 


they have the will to be, can even choose the day 
of what we call natural death. If they so wish. 

"Two hours later we were on the trap line 
again and I aaw what I never hoped to nee. a 
bunch of marten, like so many kittens coming 
down the side hill, their season past, their fur no 
longer prime. They scampered after us a short 
d'stance a3 we walked along towards the ponds to 
wait for beaver, when evening came. 

And day after day the beaver never failed to 
show. They appeared In a peculiar way. raising 
sleek heads to gaze in our direction, as If almost 
aware of our presence as we crouched hidden near 
the dam. 

"I could not miss. Our pile of fur kept stead¬ 
ily Increasing, but we never stayed the three 
weeks I had allowed myself. 

"The end came the day I went up the opposite 
side of the river and changed our custom by ask¬ 
ing Elijah to go over the traps. We separated at 
the river mouth and that day I saw nothing. By 
afternoon I was about convinced that the game 
used only one side of the river, when, as I came 
over a hillock a buck who was waiting to catch a 
glimpse of me, stamped his alarm and caught my 
eye.

THE SEASON OF RELEASE 

Spring brings tho blossoms of flowers, the song 
of birds, the hum of Insects. Swiftly the green 
grass clothes the prairie, the poplars put on their 
bluer shade and their fresh leaves swing and 
tremble in the breeze till they almost dazzle one. 
The cultivated lands are brown from plough and 
harrow and seed-drill, and the while gulls drift 
across them even as here. Already far up against 
tho deep blue of the sky the omnipresent hawks 
may be seen as slowly gyrating dots, and some¬ 
times there comes faintly through the air their 
sharp tearing scream. The badger is busy In the 
hillside, where a growing mound marks the depth 
of his excavation. Gophers and ground-squirrels 
and chipmunks are out in the sun, and in the 
ponds the musk-rats appear from their winter 
quarters. 

I have drawn upon memory, and perhaps many 
of the marks of the old-time spring have passed 
away with the settlement of the land. Life, too, 
has changed: telephones and radios have broken 
the spell of the long-drawn months of winter. 
Hamlin Garland in his “A Son of the Middle Bor- 


perlence are those of the pelicans, whose flocks 
cover acres in the greater lakes. Great white 
birds, with black wings, they are most of all re¬ 
markable for the possession of an extraordinary 
pouch of yellow skin which gives to the lower 
part of the bill the properties of both a scoop and 
a temporary storehouse for tbe fish they catch.

Meanwhile the frogs are raising in the sloughs 
their shrill song in orchestras measurable by miles 
in the swampier areas: they sing on a higher note 
than our Victorian ones. The first birds begin to 
appear on their northern migration. Nowhere 
hardly are these extraordinary annual movements 
of the birds seen to better advantage than on the 
western plains. The vast extent of Sky. the un¬ 
broken horizon, the clear pure air. all tend to 
make the coming and going of the birds a matter 
of universal observation. Even those who can 
hardly be ranked as bird-lovers note the arrival of 
each tribe. They come In great flocks, often thou¬ 
sands in each. The wild ducks and geese, the 
fiuches and the "blackbirds” are alike In this. 


is saturated with the fertilizing water and lies in 
pools in the hollows and fills the sloughs to the 
brim. The beaten slclgh-tralls hold out beyond 
the unpacked snow that flanks them, but they, 
too. go. The cattle revel In the uncovered prairie 
and relish the dry grass with the sauce of liberty. 
THE TURPLING HILLSIDES 

Suddenly the gentle slopes are touched with 
purple. It Is the coming of the "crocuses,” as 
they are commonly called, really the pasque-flow¬ 
ers. wild anemones that bloom before their leaves 
appear and mark best of all other phenomena the 
arrival of spring. I recall passing over the Cal- 
gary-Edmonton trail one spring when a widespread 
fire had devastated the country north of Red Deer 
and all lay blackened and charred, but a week 
later the pasque-flower had literally purpled the 
slopes of the rolling country and turned the wil¬ 
derness into a place of beauty and delight. Soon 
the willows and poplars burst their rapidly ex¬ 
panding buds and open their catkins to the sun. 
A week after melting water for tea from great 
drifts of snow I have seen the red cherry thickets 
white for miles wltth their sweet-scented blos¬ 
soms. Fast comes the succession of flowers In the 
rising grass, find not the least of these Is the 
bloom of the prairie strawberry, which grow* In 
wonderful profusion. 


V ICTORIA’S spring-coming is uneventful com¬ 
pared with the prairies.’ largely because we 
have, so report has It, but two seasons, of 
which spring Is one. But from Winnipeg west to 
the Rockies the arrival of spring Is usually dra¬ 
matic In Its suddenness. The long winter with its 
low temperatures, the thormomeier sinking from 
time to time far below zero, makes Its last stand 
In March, and April comes with a sound of run¬ 
ning waters and the flush of flowery hills. Of 
course there, as here, seasons differ. Winters have 
been known to linger Into May. or on the other 
hand to almost wholly efface themselves, as has 
this past one. But ordinarily the frozen rivers 
break In April, the lakes lingering a month longer 
before the last Ice Is gone. But while the latter 
break with comparative quiet the former are spec¬ 
tacular in their violence. Huge blocks of ice rear 
themselves In the air and everywhere there Is crash¬ 
ing and roaring as the waters break through their 
winter prison and dashing the fragments against 
each other hurry them along in agitated confu¬ 
sion.

existence before the glacial age. and thelr fate was 
markedly .different from those whose trend was 
more or less that of the onward-moving Ice-cap.

Love, friendship, all Imaginative work 
like poetry, art and music, religion Itself in the 
truest, deepest sense, all seem to veil themselves 
as soon as our attention is concentrated on the 
purely physical and material symbols they use. 


tougher gabbro weathers less easily than the lava 
and retains the smoothing Influence of the glacia¬ 
tion better and longer. The gabbro varies very 
much from place to place. Sometimes we find a 
comparatively finely crystalline rock whose matted 
felspars are very conspicuous on a weathered sur¬ 
face; this grades Into normal gabbro. coarsely 
granitic in structure. In one place we find large 
segregations of extremely coarse material In which 
the felspar and auglte crystals are as much as 
three-quarters of an Inch In length, thus having 
the appearance of a pegmatite. 

We determine to find out if possible the nature 
of the contact between the gabbro and the basalt, 
so as to get some clue to the history of the moun¬ 
tain; and we are fortunate eriough to llnd below 
the summit on the south side a place where the 
gabbro cut across the old lavas. This shows little 
more, indeed, than a large fragment of basalt ad¬ 
hering to the surface of the gabbro. but, con¬ 
firmed by What we find lower down, there seems 
no doubt that the gabbro Intrusion is in the na¬ 
ture of a dome or small laccolith which during 
the earth movements at the close of the volcanic 
activity pushed Itself up into the cooled rock 
overhead. With the subsequent weathering and 
removal of the invaded rock roof the dome has 
been laid bare. 

The geological map of the district—which does 
not show the gabbro—gives a dip of 70 degrees 
to the northeast for the rocks at the east end. and 
after a tong search we find the steeply-inclined 
stratum to be none other than one of our tuff 
beds, of which. I may say. we found four al dif¬ 
ferent horizons on the mountain side. At one 
place we also found a bed of coarse tuff with frag¬ 
ments visible to the unassisted eye. 

A rather deep and wide trench separates the 
two tops of Redflag and It Is Interesting to note 
that Its direction Is practically at right angles to 
that of the glacially-worn valleys along the side 
we have ascended. Its direction is thus transverse 
to the direction of the glacial Ice movement and 
parallel to the valleys of the Kangaroo Road. Lake 
Matheson-Pedder Bay. the swampy divide between 
Mount Matheson and the East Sooke peninsula. 
The Redflag trench, In fact, occurs along one of 
those Jointed and fractured belts which yield 
themselves with peculiar readiness to the attack* 
of erosive agencies. The larger transverse valleys 
and possibly some of these smaller ones were in 


picturesque aspects, thelr top# often crowded with 
what were once branches struggling lor the post 
of leader, after aome great battle with the winds 
had deprived them of thelr original head. Here, 
too. the prevailing winds from the west have 
modified those trees otherwise unharmed; the 
branches turn away towards the lee side.

the silica dissolved from the particles of volcanic 
ash Just as ordinary shell-animals take from 
sea-water the lime with which they build thelr 
shells. Something of the magnitude of the vol¬ 
canic activity of those early Tertiary daya In what 
is now the Metchosln and Sooke district may be 
inferred from the thickness of the tuffs which 
In the exposure below the point at William Head 
are about twenty feet or more. Considering the 
compact nature of the rock It is easy to see that 
this represents a depth of dry. loose ash dust 
probably two or three times as great. 

The mud was evidently laid down on a lava 
bottom, and in places a bottom composed at least

Noted Island Naturalist 

J UST south of the point where the Kangaroo 
Road Joins the highway to Sooke. and 
bounded on the eouth by the long valley con¬ 
taining Matheson Lake, rises a bold mass of 
rocky hills and wild glens covered with open 
woods. From the Sooke Road It presents t spec¬ 
tacle almost forbidding In Its bare surface, of 
reddish weathering rock, but from the Kangaroo 
Road scarcely anything Is seen but tbe forest, 
'in the molster places dense enough, but generally 
remarkably clear of thicket and second growth 
below. The hillsides are thickly strewn with 
glacial drift above which ledges of basalt rise

which one climbs by obliging fissures. 

At length the summit of Redflag Is reached, 
and It la found to conslat of two parts, one that 
on which we flret stand, a broad flattish surface 
of rock bdlow which on the north are at leaat two 
terraces some fifty feet or so In width grassy, 
with ecattered trees. A pile of stones seems to 
mark the place where a pole once stood, perhaps 
the pole that bore the enalgn that gave the moun¬ 
tain Its name. We look across to the distant hUle 
in the northwest, thelr full extent only broken In 
view by the trees that cluster about the summit 
on that side. Macdonald and Humpback are away 
to the northeast, but Braden Is hidden; Ragged 
Mountain, with Buck Hill In front, and Mount 
Shepherd, have Empress peeping over the ridgy 
between them; the far-off hills beyond Sooke 
River to the west are seen rising up to Muir 
Mountain, but the cliffs of Bluff Mountain arc 
only discernible with care, and Trap seems to hare 
lost all individuality. The Olympics are magnifi¬ 
cent In thelr freshly-fallen enow. Mount Baker 
has almost a golden light on Its chiselled silver. 
And far-off to the northeast between the summits 
of the island height* can be seen the white mass 
of the Coast Range. From 1.000 feet of elevation 
we look straight out to Race Rocks lighthouse, 
almost as if a way thither had been cleared. 

AN UNCOVERED DOME 

The other top of the mountain la more broken 
or knobby and Irregular than the first, and there 
seems to be no difference In height between them. 
Rather to my aetonlshment I find that no part 
of the actual summit Is basalt: ;lt le its coarser 
relative, gabbro. ThlB granitic iiaracter of the 
rock gives the bare rock a smoother appearance 
than It would have were It btlalt. lines the 


paratlvely well set. for there If more shattering 
manifest than twisting or contortion, such as 
would surely have appeared H the mud had still 
been plastic. In the exposure Mr. Young showed 
us there Is a slight wavering or one or two of the 
narrow bands, but this might be due to lateral 
pressure by the lava where It was seeking to force 
Its way horizontally between them. 

ON THE MOUNTAIN-SIDE 

Following a theepwalk up an open eloping hill¬ 
side where great Douglas lira, often In twos and 
three*. lift their heads *g*lnst the *ky ss If they 
had quite forgotten Mother Earth, we came out 
upon the region ot rocks. The base of Redflag Is 
cut Into narrow sections by trough-llke valleys 
bounded by steep wall*. In the trough* at thla 
season of the year there are little streams that go 
tumbling down over-their stony beds with great 
gusto, or, in others, little swompy pools. Over the 
edge of the walls the water trickles down Irom 
the mosa sponges and thus refreshed and nur¬ 
tured by the rich black humue slowly accumulat¬ 
ing In every crevice and along the Utile terraces 
tbit are often email eoU-rllled furrow. In the 
rock, dwarf mlmulus. colllnila. llcorlce-fern, blad¬ 
der-fern, and gold-back fern, make charming rock 
gardens. . Moot of tbeee valleys trend northeast 
aouthweat. and thelr aide* and the Intervening 
masses are rounded, grooved, polished and striated, 
as they were left by the movement of the great 
Ice. 

Before long we arrive Just below the bare sum¬ 
mit. where trees are scarcer and take on more 


elevation of four or five hundred feet the drlit 
gives place to bare rock with rough screes of 
broken fragments covered by growing accumula¬ 
tions of soli from thelr disintegration and from 
decaying vegetable matter. 

I had long wished to explore Redflag, and 
last week my friend Barnes and I set out for 
that purpoea. By the kindness of Mr. and Mrs. 
Young of Glendale we made thelr farm our 
storting point. It Is a fascinating spot with its 
wild picturesque valleys with thelr wall-llke 
ridges of toasalt and here and there a little swamp, 
-etlow with skunk-cabbage. Just beyond the 
house Is a delightful little lake bordered with 
cat's-tails, still drably dead, but with pond- 
lilies already spreading thelr green pads on the 
surface. A butter-ball Hies swiftly out from Its 
reedy hiding-place and drops as quickly on the 
open water. Swallows flit to and fro, as If glad 
to be back In the north-land once more. At our 
feet honey-bees are busily sipping moisture 
among the mosses of the shore. Overhead a 
raven passes, croaking hoarsely. In among the 
cat's-telle le a pair of musk-rat bouses, tor these 
interesting little animals are settled here. Once 
upon a time the beaver operated among the 
trees of tb* forest and built hi. dam. acmes the 
stream* that flow aeawards from these hollow* 
In the hills. Perhaps some day we shall see 
Canada's typical animal reestablished In Its old 
bsnnu snd'th, walker In the woods may com.
